(Cable  ) London,  9th  August,  1904. 

My  telegram  of  February  10th  rules  for  observance 
of  neutrality  published  in  London  Gazette  February 
11th  lay  down  in  rule  3 to  what  extent  coal  might  be 
supplied  to  belligerent  warships  in  British  ports  during 
the  present  war.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  reason 
for  practice  of  admitting  belligerent  ships  of  war 
into  neutral  ports  arises  out  of  exigencies  of  life  at 
sea  and  the  hospitality  which  it  is  customary  to  extend 
to  vessels  of  friendly  powers  and  that  this  principle 
does  not  extend  to  enabling  such  vessel  to  utilise 
neutral  port  directly  for  the  purpose  of  hostile  opera- 
tions. H.  M.  G.  have  decided  that  rule  above  men- 
tioned is  not  to  be  understood  as  having  any  appli- 
cation to  case  of  belligerent  fleet  proceeding  either  to 
the  seat  of  war  or  to  any  position  or  positions  on  the 
line  of  route  with  the  object  of  intercepting  neutral  ships 
on  suspicion  of  carrying  contraband  of  war.  Such  fleet 
cannot  be  permitted  to  make  use  in  any  way  of  any 
British  ports  for  the  purpose  of  coaling  either  directly 
from  the  shore  or  from  colliers  accompanying  fleet 
whether  vessels  of  the  fleet  present  themselves  at  the 
port  at  the  same  time  or  successively.  H.  M.  G. 
further  direct  that  the  same  practice  be  pursued  with 
reference  to  single  belligerent  ships  of  war  if  it  is 
clear  that  they  are  proceeding  for  the  purpose  of 
belligerent  operations  as  above  defined.  This  is  not 
to  be  applied  to  the  case  of  a vessel  putting  in  on 
account  of  actual  distress  at  sea.

purposes  and  for  protection  against  fire.  That  for  this 
purpose  the  Corporation  has  obtained  a record  of  three 


hundred  inches  of  water  from  Lynn  Creek,  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  North  Vancouver,  to  be  diverted  from  the  said 
creek  at  a suitable  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  ereek 
and  about  the  centre  of  District  Lot  No.  1,016,  and  to 
be  conveyed  by  a system  of  pipes  to  and  throughout 
the  townsite,  the  water  pipes  to  be  laid  throughout 
lands  acquired  or  that  may  be  appropriated  for  high-

“WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT, 
1897.” 


1.  This  is  to  certify  that  the  “Victoria  Power  Com- 
pany, Limited,”  specially  incorporated  pursuant  to 
Part  IV.  of  the  “Water  Clauses  Consolidation  Act, 
1897,”  on  the  17th  day  of  July,  A.D.  1897,  for  the 
purpose  of  exercising  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and 
priorities  in  and  by  Part  IV.  of  the  said  Act  created, 
granted  and  conferred,  has  submitted  its  undertaking 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval, 
and  that  the  said  undertaking,  as  shown  by  the  docu- 
ments and  plans  filed,  has  been  approved,  and  that  the 
same  is  as  follows : — 

Seven  thousand  (7,000)  miner’s  inches  of  water  are 
to  be  taken  from  Shawnigan  Lake,  Vancouver  Island, 
the  waters  of  Shawnigan  Lake  being  augmented  as 
part  of  the  undertaking,  hereby  approved,  by  the 
withdrawal  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  of  miner’s  inches 
of  water  from  the  Koksilah  River,  and  the  emptying 
of  the  same  into  Shawnigan  Lake.  The  water  to  be 
so  diverted  from  the  Koksilah  River  and  emptied  into 
Shawnigan  Lake  shall  be  so  diverted  from  the  Koksilah 
River  at  a point  about  three  and  one-half  miles  up 
stream  from  the  West  Arm  of  Shawnigan  Lake,  by 
means  of  the  erection  of  a dam  near  the  mouth  of 
Granite  Creek,  and  such  water  is  to  be  conveyed  by 
the  means  of  a flume  and  ditch  into  Shawnigan  Lake, 
as  approximately  shown  on  the  plan  tiled.  To  ensure 
a flow  of  water  whereby  the  said  five  thousand  (5,000) 
inches  of  water  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  Koksilah 
River  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  conservation  works  to 
that  end  are  approved,  to  be  made  and  effected  through- 
out the  watershed  on  the  upper  branches  and  reaches 
of  the  Koksilah  River,  or  any  of  the  small  lakes 
therein,  and,  in  so  doing,  construct  storage  reservoirs 
and  the  utilisation  of  the  said  lakes  as  reservoirs,  or 
by  the  erection  of  dams,  control  gates  and  devices, 
and  by  such  other  means  as  may  be  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  said  purpose.

PUBLIC  DYKING  ACT,  1898. 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following  Regula- 
tions for  the  prevention  of  trespass  upon  or  damage  to 
the  dyking  works  situated  within  the  under-mentioned 
Dyking  Districts  by  persons  or  animals  : — 

No  owner  shall  permit  any  cattle,  horses,  sheep  or 
swine  to  run  at  large  or  trespass  upon  the  dyking 
works  situate  within  the  Chilliwhack,  Matsqui,  Maple 
Ridge,  Coquitlam  and  Pitt  Meadows  Dyking  Districts, 
fenced  or  unfenced  ; and  he  shall  forfeit  for  every 
offence  a sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty - 
five  dollars,  which  with  costs  of  repair,  if  any,  may  be 
recovered  upon  summary  conviction  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Any  cattle,  horses,  sheep  or  swine  running  at 
large  upon  the  dykes  may  be  impounded,  and  shall  not 
be  releaed  until  there  has  been  paid  in  full  : — 

(a.)  The  amount  of  all  damages  caused  by  their 


trespass,  if  any ; 

(b.)  Poundage  fees  on  the  following  scale  : — 

For  each  horse,  ox,  bull,  cow  or  other 

cattle $2.00 

For  each  swine,  sheep 50 

(c. ) Sustenance  fees  on  the  following  scale  : — 

For  each  horse,  ox,  bull,  cow  or  other 

cattle,  per  day 50 

For  each  swine,  sheep  or  other  animal, 

per  day 25 


The  person  impounding  any  animal  shall  furnish  the 
same  daily  with  good  and  sufficient  water,  food,  shelter 
and  attendance,  and  shall  receive  sustenance  fees  for 
the  same  according  to  the  above  scale.

the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal  * 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiai  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  aifect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the

umber  every  fifth  line  of  each  page ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Pills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 


The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
5 rackets.
